Tristan d’Aounha la a Tiny Oaala In a 
WI Ki m m sf Water. 

Whaa Napolaoo was aaat to St Hal* 
ana It waa thought that tbs kmaHeot 
plaea os eartlj bad been assigned to 
him aa a prison. But St Helena Is 
1.400 miles oaarer a contlnaot than la 
Tristan d'Acunba. Many hundred of 
of miles of ocean lie between this Is¬ 
land and Its nearest neighbor. Tristan. 
In abort Is a tiny oasis In a boundless 
wilderness of waters, go from It In 
wblcb direction you will. 

it Is a rocky and cliff girt little tale, 
with a solitary mountain IjOOO feet 
high rearing Itself from the midst 
Vet on tbla lonely speck of rock and 
earth there lives a community seem¬ 
ingly happy In their halation from all 
the rest of tbo world. They are farm¬ 
ers. cattle raisers and shepherds. In 
the valleys of the Island are fertile 
fields where potatoes mainly are 
grown. Tho food of the people consists 
fer the moat part of beef, mutton, 
fowls potatoes sod fish. 

Tristan used formerly to produce 
many fruits and vegetables wblcb can 
no longer be grown there. The reason 
of this la that the Island for a long 
time waa overrun by rets wblcb es¬ 
caped from a ship that anchored there 
and which the people have been uu- 
able. It la said, ever entirely to ezwr- 
mlnato.—Harper’s Weekly. 


Perseverance and detamlnatlon are 
admirable qualities provided they 
are exercised In a good cause, but 
whaji these virtues Are prostituted to 
minister to selfishness they are dan¬ 
gerous to the commonwealth and must 
be resisted with equal perseverance 
and determination. 

This Is the situation In Northwest¬ 
ern Canada today. On one hand 
stands a thoroughly united band of 
grain dealers, and on the other hand 
there are the farmer* the producers 
of the country. The grain men are 
using every means In their power to 
exploit the farmers. 

The history of the grain trade in 
the West Is one of a continual strug¬ 
gle by the grain producers for fair 
treatment at the hands of the grain 
dealers. The struggle dates back to 
the early eighties when the first frost¬ 
ed grain was put on the market. The 
grain men refused to buy the dam¬ 
aged wheat and caused much suf¬ 
fering all through the southern parts 
of Manitoba. Not only farmers, but 
merchant-i as well were brought to 
the brink of bankruptcy. The grain 
men at that time sought to reduce 
the price of wheat to the lowest 
level. Then the farmers met and 
made arrangements to ship their own 
grain to the Eastern dealers. The 
C.P.R. aided them by arranging to 
havfe the grain shipped through to 
Sarnia where it was disposed of. As 
a result every bushel offered wah sold 
at fair prices. As soon as the west¬ 
ern grain dealers saw that the farm¬ 
ers had found a way to dispose of 
their crop, they were quite willing to 
-get'Into the market too- 

This Ms a fair sample of the tactics 
of the grain men. They are deter¬ 
mined to control the grain trade of 
the West. Their latest scheme is 
the sample market. Should they get 
that, they will again control the sale 
of wheat. 

•A sample market 1ft Winnipeg Is 
askett for. As a Justification, the 
sample market In Minneapolis is quot¬ 
ed. But the conditions are not the 
same In these two places. In the 
first place, there are a great many 
more railways running Into Minnea¬ 
polis than into Winnipeg, therefore 
the work of re-shipping the cars 
after the grain Is sold is 
spread among more companies and 
consequents the cars are moved more 
quickly. Then, owing to the big 
mills located In Minneapolis, over 
seventy per cent of the wheat re¬ 
ceived In that ,city Is milled there, 
while not more than four per cent of 
the wheat taken Into Winnipeg Is 
milled at that point, and the remain¬ 
der Is Rhlpped on. 

Another claim made In favor of a 
sample market Is that the farmers 
will receive a better price tor their 
grain The plea put forth ts that 
a carload of grain that would Just 
miss grading No. 1. has under the pre^ 
sent system to be graded No. 2, 
whereas if a sample market were In 
effect, that ’carload "“of gTUftf -wtfuld 
bring one or two- cents per bushel 
over the prl<fa of No. 2. and by mixing 
,it with a carload that was a little over 
No. 3 would make two carloads of No. 
2. 

But experience proves Its fallacy. 
We had grain mixing practised openly 
Tor years, but no one except the grain 
dealer gained by it. A sample 
market would kill competition as the 
men who operate It are the same 
men who every day until recently, 
named the price to be paid for wheat 
at every buying point In the Western 
provinces, and by an agreement 
amongst themselves would name the 
price to be paid on the sample mark¬ 
et. You cannot expect to gather 
grapes from thorns or figs from this¬ 
tles. 

There Is at present a grain board 
that meets every fall and decides on 
the grades. If they do their duty 
properly there is no need whatever 
for mixing, and at any rate experience 
hae taught that the farmers would 
never obtain the benefit of the mixing. 

Another Important fact Is that the 
mixing of grain will certainly result 
In lowering the standard of Western 
Canadian wheat In Great Britain, who 
Is our chief buyer. 

We notice In the dally papers the 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, a? 
Ottawa; has given notice of the In¬ 
tention of the government to estab¬ 
lish sample markets before the crop 
of 1913 ts put on the markets. There 
Is therefore no time to be lost by 
Western farmers and others Interest¬ 
ed In fair play being given to them. 
In taking steps to prevent the grain 
trade being handed over to men who 
have proven themselves utterly un¬ 
worthy of confidence.

Many Sea Devils

New Territory Will be Quite ae Safe | 
to Live In as It Ever Wae 
Ottawa.—An important arrange¬ 

ment for policing New Manitoba has | 
come to the federal and 'the Manitoba ; 
governments. 

In brief it la that the mounted po¬ 
lice will continue to do duty in the ' 
territory added to Manitoba as they 
did when that territory was part of 
the Nprthweat Territories, on In other 
words, the section ef the north which 
has not yet been allotted to any pro¬ 
vince. , , , 

Before the bill extending the bound¬ 
ary of Manitoba up to Hudsou -Bay, 
the territory was .policed by the troop¬ 
ers of the plains, and just as soon as 
the new territory was added to Man- 
i itoba It became evident that some pro¬ 
vision would have to be made for po¬ 
licing. 

The Manitoba government asked 
the Ottawa government whether it 
would not be willing to allow the 
mounted po'lce to continue their dut¬ 
ies until such time as the province 
could organize some extr.iglon of Its 
present provincial police force- 
To this the Dominion was willing to 
acquiesce, but it was a. question of 
terms. Those terms have now been 
arranged, and..the result will he that 
until Manitoba is ready, and able, to 
take over the work of protecting the 
north country, the mounted police will 
do the work and a charge will be put 
against the Manitoba account in the 
Domin«;n ledger. * 

Incidentally It may be added that 
as a result of the new arrangement 
a new mounted police post has been 
established at York factory. This 
means that three posts covered by 
Manitoba and Ontario will be policed 
by the force which has its headquart¬ 
ers at Regina. 

Fuliertou and Herschall. the two 
most northerly posts of the mounted, 
police will continue to he administer¬ 
ed from Regina under orders from Ot¬ 
tawa. as they are yet in the category 
of being ‘no man's' land.' By which 
is meant territory that none of the 
.three provinces are yet prepared to 
take over.

Blessed is He that cometh ■ 
in the name of the Lord " We are 
waiting; for that “till," or as It is in 
Luke xlx, 13, “occupy till I come," and.

The Grand Trunk Pacific Proposal* 
to Solve the Car Shortage Problem 
in the West—Will Build Chain of 
Warehouses Both East and West. 

Montreal.—The organization of a 
big company to establish a chain of 
terminal warehouses from Montreal 
to the Pacific coast in connection with 
the Grand Trunk Pacific railway sys¬ 
tem, was announced recently. 

The organization of the company 
which will be Qnown us the “Grand 
Trunk Terminals Warehouse Co., 
Limited." follows logically on the 
problems of railroad traffic conges¬ 
tion arising from the unparalleled 
activity in all lines of \buBiness 
throughout Canada \ 

Contracts have been entered Into 
between the new company aud the 
Grand Trunk, and Grand Trunk Pa¬ 
cific railways, by which the new com¬ 
pany undertakes to establish and op-1 
erate a chain of warehouses across 
Canada, the railroad companies on the 
oilier hand agreeing to turn over to 
Ihe new company all Its warehousing 
business at the various 'pomts for a 
period of thirty years. 

The importauce of rhlh from rail¬ 
road standpoint is that it promises 
relief for the Grand Trunk and Grand 
Trunk Pacific in the matter of car 
shortage, one of the most difficult 
problems with which traffic managers 
in Canada are now confronted. 

The first chain of warehouses will 
take in Montreal, Toronto, Fort Wil¬ 
liam, Winnipeg. Calgary, Edmonton, 
Vancouver and Prince Rupert. Once 
this chain is established, which will 
be in a very short time, steps will 
be taken to enlarge it by additional 
[lants at points where business will 
demand it. 

As a preliminary step the property 
of the Montreal Warehousing com¬ 
pany on Commissioners street, has 
been purchased, and within the.next 
fifteen days work will be started by 
the new company, which will Increase 
the capacity of that, plant threefold.

Terrible Ravages of Storm Which Devastated the City, 
Causing Heavy Loss of Life and Suffering—A 
Bigger and Better Regina to Rise from Ruins 


Regina.—With a large portion of the 
business section lying id wreckage, 
and street after street throughout the 
southern aud central residential sec¬ 
tions razed to the ground for blocks 
In length, Regina Is a city of ruins. 

It was 5 o clock In,the afternoon 
when the cyclone struck the-city and 
.In the history of the West, no such 
ftorm has ever been known! 

Coming from the south It dropped 
Just a few blocks north of the south¬ 
ern city limits, cutting, a swath sev¬ 
eral streets wide, right down Into the 
centre of the city, laying buildings 
flat in its wake. The Methodist 
and Baptist and Knox Churches, all 
magnificent structures, were the first 
ot the large buildings struck- The 
former went with a crash that sound-, 
ed above the bowling ot the siorm and* 
the roar of the cloudburst that ac¬ 
companied the wind. 

The greater part of the roof was 
moved from the latter structure and 
the storm moved on across Victoria 
Square, removing the walls and roof 
from the Y.M.C.A., badly wrecking 
the magnificent new public library, 
and passing thence to the Presbyter¬ 
ian Church, which was but little bet¬ 
ter off thau the Methodist. 

The Y.M.C.A was next In line, and 
half of the building; was demolished 
on the instant. A few small buildings 
were moved from their locations, 
some being carried across the street, 
and the Masonic Temple was next 
attacked and nearly razed. 

In the next block to the west, and 
one farther north, the telephone ex¬ 
change stood practically by itself, ex¬ 
cept for a few smaller buildings. Up- 
on this the force of the storm had 
instantaneous effect, laylivg the build¬ 
ing flat, a big mass of wreckage, un¬ 
der which the -girls were imprisoned.

Reciprocity With West Indies 

Ottawa.—Hon. J. D- Reid, acting 
minister of trade and commerce 
through arrangements with the home 
government, made public the recipro¬ 
cal tariff agreement entered into last 
April between the Canadian govern¬ 
ment and a number of the islands in 
the British West Indies. Briefly the 
agreement provides for a preference 
ot 20 per cent, ot the existing rates 
of duty upon a, large number of art¬ 
icles specified in a schedule annexed, 
with x minimum preference in the 
case of flour and sugar. Provision 
!s made for taking in the Islands of 
the West Indies not parties to the 
agreement as well as Newfoundland, 
within three years from the time "it 
comes Into force. Any of the parties to 
the agreement may provide that the 
concessions granted shall not be ap¬ 
plicable unless conveyed by ship di¬ 
rect between the two countries con¬ 
cerned, provision being made In this 
connection for the regulation of 
freight rates by the Canadian govern¬ 
ment. The agreement Is to come 
into- force by proclamation after it 
has been ratified by the parties con¬ 
cerned. and the secretary of state for 
the colonies, and may be terminated 
at the end of 10 years on a year's 
notice.

Winnipeg June 26.—The Canadian 
Northwest when it comes to the sub¬ 
ject of weather is certainly a land of 
extremes and it speaks volumes for 
the hardiness of the wheat plant when 
one considers what it has to go 
through before maturity Is reached.

COOKING VEGETABLES. 


SWASTIKA ^CHARMS. 


Use Uncovered Utensils Except Fee 
Dried Beana or Pass. 

Two mistakes are commonly made 
In preparing vegetables for tbe table: 

Tbe first of these la tbe practice of 
keeping the vessel tightly covered dur¬ 
ing tbe entire process of cooking. Tble 
la done usually with an Idea of pre¬ 
venting tbe dissemination of unpleas¬ 
ant odors througb tbe bouse. But tbe 
effect of It la directly tbe opposite. The 
odors confined within tbe vessel grow 
Instead more rank with the chemical 
changes that take place, and wben tbe 
vessel la opened occasionally, aa It 
must be. thead extremely disagreeable 
odors escape. Besides tble. tbe vege¬ 
table# themselves ere made lees di¬ 
gestible wben cooked In this way, with 
tbe exception of dried beans or dried 
peas. 

The second mistake commonly made 
la tbat of cooking vegetables too long. 
Instead of being made more tender by 
prolonged cooking many vegetables are 
made unpalatable and Indigestible. 
Cabbage, for Instance. If cooked tbe 
right length of time. Is pleasing of 
flavor and for moat persona entirely 
digestible, but if cooked too long It 
causes Indigestion and loses Its flavor. 
—Garden and Farm Almanac. ,
